The Pacific Coast Aniatcnr Thot o;irapliic 
as.sociatii>n took observations al t'lov.'nlalo, 
and wiiured a nundicr of ncRativus. The 
weather wa« favorable. The eciip.s(t was first 
noticeable at l:<':J;i. The totality lostwl one 
minutu and forty-four s«.'ond.s. Just pi'evi- 
OUS t<) the totality the cirru.s clouds were all 
tinged with the mast brilliant colors of the 
Rainbow. Karly in the mlipRe \'i.inis ap- 
peared and Mercury and other planets wero 
ploiidy in view. Every phasn of the ei'lip.te 
was pbutograi)bed by somo of the party. 

A party umlor ProfuKsor Payne from 
Carleton college, Northtteld, Minn., took ob 
servations from an open «ix)t on Ih.' famous 
ranch of Oon. John riidwell. Tim party usod 
a six-inch photograph tultMcoptt uiul othur 
photograph apparatus and a two inch /.eiiitb 
telesojipe. Nine platee were i)xi«i-.ixl during 
the poriiKl of totality, and six U'twetia the 
first and last contact oU>«rvatioiis. Skott-'hes 
of the ctirona were nioile by Prof«pi.sor Wil- 
s<jn. The sky was u<.)t perfestly cl«»r. 

At Anabeim the txdipse was plainly visible.
